LETTER II. 
IMMEDIATE BS REVELATION. 


Lavenroot, May 15th, 1847. 

Reverend Sir:—Agretable to pprouitte made’ 
in my first auswer to your letter, I now resume 
my pen to inform you, in a series of letters, of 
the distinguishing tenets of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints, according 
to the faith which I myself do entertain, with 
all sobriety and integrity of heart, before God 
and all good men. I had boped, however, that 
more leisure would have favored me, not only 
that I might more minutely and perspicuously 
maintain the primitive faith, but also do it in 
such conciseness and embectlishment of diction, 
as both to please aud enlighten. 

The first sabject to which I will invite your 
attention will be that of muxnpt ATE REVELATION, 
It shall be my direct aim to show in this let- 
ter, that no person ever did partake of the gos- 
pel of salvation, or ever will partake of it,with- 
out the spirit of revelation dwelling ia his 
breast. This is the first and also the last 
round in the ladder that leads to a perfect 
knowledge of God. Without the same spirit 
of revelation that dwelt in the breasts of proph- 
ets, patriarchs, and apostles in ancient time, no 
man can begin to know God, neither can any 
unn or set of men make any progress in the 
knowledge of God, when that spirit is with- 
drawn from him. 

A word from the mouth of the Great Arbi- 
trator of all controversy ought to suffice. Hx, 
vat creat Gop Jener oF att, has said that 
“no man kuoweth the Father but the Son, and 
no man knoweth the Son but he to whom the 
Son revealeth him.” Words can not bears 
plainer import. If any man koows Jesus 
Obrist, it is by revelation, and in no other way 
ean he be known. Will you say that apostles 
and prophets know him in this way; while 
Athers may know him without themselves being 
gifted with the spirit of revelation? Absurd! 
Others mast know him by revelation as much 
a spostles and prophets. If they have not 
the epirit of revelation, they cannot judge what 
ig a genuine and infallible revelation when it 
proceeds from the pen of aposties, or even tne 
fips of angels, or of God himself; for the things 
of the Spirit are correctly jadged only by those

shows them unto men: even the deep things of 
God are searched out and dispensed to en

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Whenever God takes away from the chugeh the 
spirit of revelation, he thereby takes away, the 


church, and the trail and integrity of 
church, and the comfort of the church, and 
eo the power of it. It becomes like the branch 
without sap, or the pale mortal corpse without 
the living spirit. 

A church that is built upon the principle of 
revelation by the Holy Spirit can never be pre- 
vailed against while that spirit continues with 
it. It then becomes the power of God person- 
ified. Mere men and women—servants and 
hand-maidens—attended by the Holy Spirit of 
God, know about men and things, and matters 
and events, even as God knows; because they 
have precisely the same spirit that God has. 
Things that never entered the heart of man to 
conceive, and things that the tongue could 
never utter, are revealed by the Spirit of God. 
As bodily eyes are to the corporal organization 
(causing all that wide difference that exists be- 
tween him that sees and one that is wholly 
blind) so are the,eyes of intelligence which the 
Spirit imparts to a believer, whereby be com- 
prehends the different spirits of men from time 
to time, and sees events in the futare as though 
they were actually and presently at hand. The 
daughters of Philip can speak prophetically,, 
with as much anerring certainty as God him-' 
self, according to the measure of the apirit giv- 
en them, because they have His Spirit, and con- 
sequently a given measure of intelligence. 
And the scope of this increase of intelligence 
is expanded or diminished, as God pleases to 
suit the occasion. 

When there is occasion to prophesy,or 
with new tongues, or interpret or rebuke dis- 
eases, and cast out evil spirits—His Spirit is 
given. And it could be given as well to a 
beast as to a man for the same effect would fol- 
low. The beast of Balaam, when inspired of 
God, tose immediately above his legitimate 
sphere of action, and spoke with a man’s voice, 
forbidding the madness of the prophet. The 
same spirit by which he spoke would have en- 
abled the dumb ass to rebuke disease, cast out 
devils, or speak a variety of tongacs. But 
God might withdraw that spirit, and he would 
then be only a dumb ass, fit only to bear bar- 
dens, &c.. Men are but little more competent: 
to heal the sick, cast ont devils; and discern 
spirits, or know the things of God of eteruity, 
and make preparations for the fature, than the 
beasts, without the Spirit of God. When God 
wants to purlsh a generation, he does it 
effectually. by withholding His Spirit. The 
world travels in pain, and groans in bondage, 
and oppression, and cruelty, and strife, and 
bloodslied, and in ignorance, superstition, and 
seal without knowledge, when God shuts out 
the light of revelation. The revelations givon 
to the primitive age, bear about the same rela- 
tion of benefit to the people of this age, that 
the gift of food and manna, to thoge starving 
in. former ages, bears towards the sapply of 
such as are in want now.

Jesus Christ. By this spirit it was au easy mat- 


ter for men to know Jesus Christ, though he 
was every where spoken against, and the whole 
country teemed with lies, and the great mass of 
people, reputedly good as well as bad, thought 
that he ought to be stoned, mobbed, and cruci- 
fied: still it was easy to know him by the spirit 
of revelation, and it was impossible to know 
him without that spirit. Thus, dear sir, it is 
easy for you, and all my former associates in 
the sectarian ministry, to know that Joseph 
Smith was.a prophet of the Lord, sent to prune 
| the Lord's vineyard for the last timo. 

Says the Scripture, “no man, apeaking by 
the Spirit of God can call Jesus — ” al- 
though he hung upon a tree.” And I add, 
sir, with perfect assurance, that no man can 
call Joseph Smith ‘‘ accursed,’ or an “ impos- 
tor,“ while speaking by the Spirit of God; for 
the Spirit of Ged will never dictate any one to 

the servant of God; bat the spir- 
it of the world and of Satan will stir up men 
to speak against propbets and saints, amd per- 
secute and assassinate them. The Scriptare al- 
so says, that no man can call Jesus Lord, but 
by the Hoty Gaost. Thus, reverend sir, you 
perecive that no man, in former ages or latter 
ages, can call Jesus Lord, but by revelation 
from the Hoty Guosr. It is by the person 
and agency of the Hoty Guosr ouly, that Je- 
sus promises to be with his preachers always 
unto the end of the world, in order to reveal 
the truth unto honest hearers, and show them 
who are prophets and true ministers of Christ, 
and also what is true doctrine.

of revelation...’ This position, sir, is invincible, 
because it is fortified by the vélce of eternal 
truth, even the word of God, which you profess 
publicly: to ‘believe; and preach, aad’ print. | 
Flesh and blood cannot reveal spiritual things, 
but our Father in heaven. The things of the 
spirit require the same spirit to discern them. 
He that is spiritual can judge all things, while 
be that has not the spirit of revelation can not 
jndge any spiritual matters correctly, of any 
Dame or nature.

„With many advantages over wood as a ma- 
terial for ship building, iron hes had one great 
and hitherto almost insurmountable objection. 
The advantages of an iron ship are greater 
buayancy, larger carrying capacity, with less 
risk of sea damage to the goods, incomparably 
less wear and tear than a wooden ship, no 
caulking, no coppering, and readiness for sea 
at any time.’ The great disadvantage i¢—a cul- 
tivation during the passage through the water 
of little incumbrances in the shape of sea-weed 
and shell-fish, trifling in themselves, but most 
disastrous to the ship’s progress. The evil, bad 
enough in the waters of this climate, is aggra- 
vated ten-fold iu warm latitades; and there is 
one iron clipper ship, belonging to a well-known 
firm in town, which usually attains a speed of 
twelve knots going out to New Orleans, but 
can not, from the cause mentioned, be made to 
come home faster than eight knots—a most ag- 
gravated slowness when cotton is og the rise. 
In slight. winds, too, the accumulation of weed 
often affects a ship’s steering; and this fact has 
deterred many ship owners from buliding iron 
vessels, who otherwise were quite alive to their 
numerous advantages, In the great race be- 
tween young America and Old England, smart 
Yankee clippers, which whipped creation,” 
threatened to give the palm to our transatlan- 
tic brethren; but the success of our iron ships 
and steamers promises to give back the naval 
supremacy to Great Britain. | 

“Iron vessels which will not foul will be as 
near perfection as possible, and the victory will 
be incoutestably ours, for they have not yet 
learned how to build iron vessels in the United 
States. Many preparations have been tried for 
obtaining this desirable result; but all hitherto, 
without success, except in one instance. It has 
been reserved for a Liverpool gentleman tosap- 
ply the great desideratam. About two years 
ago Mr. John M’Innes, oil merchant, bringing 
his intimate knowledge of chemistry to bear up- 
on common things, experimented upon brown 
soap, and produced a metallic saponaceous sub- 
stance, with which he coated a vessel’s hall. 
The thing succeeded admirably; and, twelve 
months ago, Jones, Palmer & Co., coated the 
new iron ship, the Sarak Palmer, with the ma- 
terial. The vessel made a remarkably good 
voyage to Calcutta and beck, and recently was 
placed in the Sandon graving dock for inspec- 
tion. The effect was wonderful. Many nautical

Augustus restricted the length of the club, 
with which single combat was then_parsutd, to 
three feet; and in 1960, Suint Louts abolished 
the practice of deciding civil matters by duel- 
ling. With the revival of literature and the 
arts, national manners became anielivtated, and | 
duels necessarily declined. It was still, how- 
ever, not unusual for the French to promote or 
behold these single combats, bver which the 
pages of romance have thrown a delusive 
charm, and which were, in early times, hallow- 
ed, in the opinion of the vulgar, by their ac- 
companying superstitious ceremonies. When | 
any quarrel had been referred to this mode of 
decision, the parties met on the appointed day, 
and frequently in an open space, overshadowed 
by the walls of a convent, which thus lent its 
sanction to the bloody scene. From day break 
the people were generally employed in erecting 
scaffolds and stages, and in placing themselves 
upon the towers and ramparts of the adjacent 
buildings. About noon, the cavaleade was 
usually seen to arrive at the door of the lists;

pear,” and his summons was answered by the 
entrance of the challenger, armed caip-pie, the 
escuteheon suspended from his neck, his visor 
lowered, and an image of some national saint 
by his hand.

Not a blossom eacapes his visit, 
and when all are thus robbed by this nectarif- 
erous burglar, off he starts, with a directness 
of course and a rapidity that makes one in- 
stinctively dodge his head to give him a free 
course, so disproportionate seems the power 
his body. 

This little insect, noted for its industry, tho’ 
dreaded for the virulence. of its sting, is the 
honey-bee, which may be domesticated and cul- 
tivated till it can be harmlessly handled, and 
the labor which it seems to delight in perform- 
ing unceasingly in the blossom season, may 


have its rich results transferred by man to hie 


own benefit. All that is required if to know 
how to do it, and this knowledge, fortanately,is 
easily acquired by a study of the habits and the 
peculiarities of the insect, s6 as know practical 
ly how to manage it. | 

The Apiarian, or bee cultivator, is 6 man 
ufacturer, though his productions may not en- 
ter into the calculetions of national wealth. 
He is the proprietory of thousands of busy 
workmen, who voluntarily perform labor with- 


out asking a division of the profits in wages. 


He takes their surplus as his own, and there 
are none to question his right; and he is able 
to do this through the observation of natural 
objects and patient investigation of the laws 
which control their life. His basiness is an art, 
and he can . principles — 
they become equally as expert as himself. 

It is now fifteen years since Mr. Langstroth, 
of Greenfield, Mass., first turned his attention 
to the cultivation of bees. In the course of.

refilled. By this invention the management 
of the bee is so simplified, that hives may be 
placed in gentlemen’s houses or even bed rooms, 
and we hear of one gentleman in this city who 
has them in the latter proximity. It is no doubt 
a gratification to beable to cultivate the friend- 
ship of this rambler among the blossoms, and 
be on terms of familiarity with it, though our 
instinctive dread would make us decline such 
association. Those who have no such fears 
and who have the faculty of eliciting by their 
gentleness and kindness the good-will of every, 
animated creature; might find it both a pleas- 
urable and a profitable recreation, equally as 
exciting as politics, and not so damaging to the 
temper and to the character. If it but di- 
verted his mind from the harrassing pursuits of 
life into channels where nature always breathes 
fresh and pure, it would be a healthy inspira- 
tion, a reinvigoration of the mental power, and 
rejuvenating of the life of the individual that 
would lend it some of the charms of youth to 
accompany its age to the grave. *
